WASHIXOTON, D. C.. May 19—The 


long contest over tbe Cushocton post- 
mastership was ended today by the 
President sending to the senate the 
nomination of C. B. McCoy for a sec- 
ond term. The law U such that Mr. 
McCoy's commission will be for four 
years from tbe date of confirmation 
by tbe senate, making his tout! ten 
ure of oflice nine years and two 
months. 


Persons familiar with this contest 


say the opponents of the present in- 
cumbent resorted to tbe most villain- 
ous methods that ever came under 
their observation. 


Two sets of charges were preferred 


by Mr. McCoy's personal enewies. 
These were officially investigated by 
tbe postotlice department with tbe re* 
suit that Mr. McCoy was completely 
exonerated on each and every count. 


WASHINGTON CORRESPONDENTS 


Relate The Story of The Cosh«ctM tost- 


offce CMtcst. 


Since tbe Cosboctou postoffice con- 
test began, Washington correspond- 
ents of lead ing Ohio newspapers have 
paid it no little attention, and now 
ide^appointment has been made they 
tell be story in today's dispatches. 
The correspondent of the Cleveland 


1'luiti iMulcr says: 
"Among the list of nominations sent 
to the senate by tbe President today 
was the name of C. B. McCoy to be 
postmaster at Coshocton. This set- 
Lies what has been one of the longest, 
and in some ways the most bitter 
tight in the appointment of Ohio 
postmasters in recent years- 
"Tbe fight was largely a matter of 
business rivalry, for McCoy is publish- 
er of tbe Coshocton AOK. and r»be op- 
position to him was led by William J. 
Bahmer, of the Coshocton Eulktm, a 
comparatively 
youthful newspaper, 


which aspired to tbe enjoyment of 
tbe public patronage 'now controlled 
bxMcCOx'spjgjer.A long list of cBa rg- 
es was filed agaTnst~lIcCby, some, of' 
, 


being of s personal nature. Post- 
:lice inspectors were sent to investi- 
Ate the charges and McCoy was exon- 
erated from all guilt so far as bis per- 
sonal character was concerned.' 
"Then his opponents tiled a new 


batch of charges, alleging that he was 
VH lating the postoffice rules by at- 
tending to his private business at the 
sacrifice of bis public usefulness. 'The 
department did not find tb is charge 
well ^sustained, and the President 
some weeks ago promi.sed-to appoint 
McCoy wit-bout further listening to 
his detractors. McCoy was indorsed 
at the outset by Senator Foraker, and 
Senator Hanna has been witholding 
his indorsement only because he wish- 
ed to close up a number of these con- 
tested postoffice matters at one tirue. 
"There may be a subsequent chap- 


ter in tbe appointment of McCoy that 
will be of lively interest to -tbe citi- 
zens and the officials of Columbus. In 
their effort to secure evidence con- 
victing him upon tbe personal charg- 
es McCoy's enemies are alleged to 
have sent for Former Detective Tom 
Foster, of Columbus. Foster, it is 
said by the friends of McCoy, and as 
appears in an affidavit by the person 
approached by the detective, repre- 
sented himself to be a United States 
oulcial. This is a punishable offense 
under tbe statutes. 
It is believed 
that McCoy will take some action in 
tbe matter of bringing Foster before 
tbe United States authorities."

"Three lively Ohio postoffice con- 
tests were brought to a close today 
when President Roosevelt sent, to the

olfiee'was the liveliest of the three, 
and was in progress for many months. 
Postmaster McCoy is an editor, and 
was bitterly fought by W. J. Bahmer, 
a rival newspaper man. Babmer went 
so Tar as Ui prefer charges igainst 
him. out investigation by the postof 
lice department resulted in McCoy's 
vindication. Tbe rivalry for the New 
Philadelphia and Newark offices was 
also spirited, but did not partake of 
I he sensational character of the fight 
a! Cosbocton.

NO CAUSE FOR ALARM

A£ricnlt«ral Department Gives I*forn 


on Locusts. 


Seventeen year locusts are already 


Beginning to appear in various parts 
if the country and the departments 
if agriculture has sent 5,000 postal 
ards throughout the country, asking 
or immediate reports on the first ap- 
pearance of the locusts. The depart- 
ment has a full record of their appear- 
ance in 1335, and its experts know 
where to look for them this year. 


According to the charts, Maryland 


and Indiana, with the adjoining coun- 
,ies of their neighboring states, are to 
be most affected by the pest. The de- 
partment entomologists say that the 
•oung nursery trees and young shoots 
>f mature trees are all that will sus- 
tain injury from the visitation of tbe 
ocusts. and that there is no cause for 
alarm over their appearance. 
It is 
anticipated that the locusts will be 
reported from other parts of Ohio.
